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USAID STERILIZATION TRAINING PROGRAM FOR 
FOREIGN DOCTORS UNCOVERED IN ST. LOUIS 

NEW "YORK (LNS) — Students, faculty, hospital 
workers and community members are protesting a U % S* 
Agency for International Development (AID) funded 
piogram at Washington University in St. Louis which 
rrains doctors from Third World countries friendly 
to the U,Sc in sterilization techniques. 

The Ad Hoc Committee to End the AID Steriliza- 
tion Program at Washington U. charges that the program 
is part of AlD's efforts to push population control 
in Third World countries. Fifty people were part of 
an informational picket line outside the university 
hospital this spring. A forum on the issue attracted 
more than 100 people, and the Committee has confront- 
ed the governing body of the medical school, demand- 
ing that the program be thrown out. 

Medical school administrators have refused, 
claiming that the program is simply a post-graduate 
course in all aspects of obstetrics-gynecology. 
However, they have refused to open the files or 
supply documentation that would contradict the 
charges. 

The Committee plans to continue picketing through 
rhe summer, with a demonstration planned for July. 


of their training, period (two. weeks or a month, de- 
pending on the program) each trainee is given a gift 
of a $5,000 laproscope. 

According to Dr. Csapos . a major drawback of th 
training program is that foreign doctors, unlicensed 
as physicians in the U.S., cannot practice on human 
subjects here. Their training in the U.S. is res trie 
ed to classroom sessions, observation and operative 
practice on rabbits. 

The medical success of the program thus depends 
on follow-up visits by Washington U«, doctors to the 
home countries to supervise trainees as they perform 
tubal ligations on women. But foreign governments 
often find it politically embarassing to allow U.S. 
doctors, financed by U.S. government money, to enter 
their countries to sterilize their citizens. 

As a result, numerous sterilizations, entailing 
serious medical risks for the women involved, are 
being performed in Latin America by doctors untrainec 
and unsupervised in human sterilization. 

To overcome this difficulty, the program is seek 
ing a Latin American country where the trainees and 
their U.S. supervisors would be allowed to perform 
sterilizations on its citizens. According to Dr. 
Csapo, Costa Rica appears to be a likely choice. 


AID justifies its interest in controlling pop- 
ulation on the grounds that poverty and world-wide 
hunger are the result of overpopulation. Critics 
charge, however, that this obscures the main problem 
— UoSc economic exploitation and an unequal distri- 
bution of wealth. 

According to a 1966 survey in the Midwest Journal 
ct Political Science, most AID officials agreed that 
"the goal and justification of aid is that it be an 
instrument of foreign policy and justified in terms 
of national interest. . . 11 

Sterilization Program 

PIEGO (Program for International Education in 
Gynecology and Obstetrics) is an AID funded program 
which has worked out of Washington University for 
the last four years. Altogether, the program operates 
from three centers, Washington U. , the University of 
Pittsburgh, and Johns Hopkins. PIEGO trains 150 
doctors a year in the technique .of laproscopic tubal 
ligation, the most easily performed method of steril- 
ization, though not necessarily the safest. 

PIEGO recruits its foreign trainees from phy- 
sicians on staffs of medical schools and from those 
already involved in population control clinics. As 
teachers and public health officials, these people 
are in a position to both spread the laproscopic 
sterilization technique to others in their countries, 
and to use their political influence to urge repeal 
of legal restraints to sterilization. 

Dr. Csapo, director of the program at Washington 
U. , spoke freely about PIEGO to two Washington U. 
medical students although he later denied his 
statements. He stressed that neither the government 
nor leading medical authorities in the countries 
involved select the trainees. AID and PIEGO reserve 
that power for themselves. 

The participants 1 room and board are paid for 
by PIEGO. As well as technical training, they re- 
ceive lectures on the importance of population control 
in preserving social stability at home. At the end 


Washington University doctors serving in the 
program have claimed their involvement is confined 
to academic training only, and that they have no 
knowledge of the use to which the training is put 
once the trainees are back home. The head of the 
program, interviewed on television, offered his as- 
surance that whatever AID’s purpose might be, it was' 
certain to be a humanitarian one, since AID personnel 
are "men of the highest moral and intellectual 
integrity. " 

And Dr. James Warren, the head of Washington U, 1 
OB/GYN Department, told protesters that he liked 
the program, and that he was sure that the Latin 
American women who have been operated on wanted to be 
sterilized, although, as one student pointed out, 
Warren doesn’t speak Spanish. "You should see the 
smiles on the faces of those women when I go visit: 
them," Warren said. 

One Bolivian trainee bragged to an associate of 
the Ad Hoc Committee that he had been sterilizing up 
to 80 women per week without their knowledge. 

History of AID Population Control Funding 

PIEGO is not AID’s only attempt to encourage pop 
ulation control in Third World countries. The agency * 
funds for population control in Latin America in- 
creased from $11 million in 1966 to $18 million in 
1969. At the same time, AID funds for agricultural 
development in Latin America fell $3 million, educa- 
tion dropped $6 million, and funds for health pro- 
grams other than population control dived $49 million 

Initially the U.S. offered population aid to 
Latin America through the Inter-American Development 
Bank (IADB) , funded directly through the U.S. Congres 
But no Latin American member of the IADB ever re- 
quested these population control funds . 

Taking another approach, AID began to find 
groups to fund that, not only exercised influence in 
Latin America, but had reputations of organizational 
independence. For example, once PAHO, the Western 
Hemisphere affiliate of the World Health Organizatior 
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began xeceiving funding from AID, it broadened its 
scope of activities to include population issues. 

Latin American governments were more willing to 
accept population control programs once they were 
i amoved from the politically sensitive direct con- 
nection with the IADB and the U.S. Congress. 

The PIEGO program has come up against the prob- 
lem of being so directly connected to the U.S. In 
Brazil, public knowledge of U.S. financing for the 
training of Brazilians in Sterilization techniques 
has become a source of such political embarassment 
tc the Brazilian government that it lodged protests 
with the U.S. State Department. The State Department 
has been forced to ask that PIEGO and AID stop pay- 
ing the expenses of Brazilian trainees. 

Aid's population control work is not a tentative 
experiment o Annual expenditure for world birth control 
programs climbed from $5 million in 1962 to $225 
million in 1971, with fully one half the total supplied 
by AID, according to the agency’s own figures.

EXPOSED URANIUM MINING WASTES POSE HEALTH HAZARD 


NEW YORK (LNS)— The 100 million tons of uranium 
mining wastes currently lying exposed to wind and 
erosion in the United States pose serious health 
hazards, according to a new study by a Cornell Uni- 
versity physicist and an article published recently 
by the Bulletin of Atomic Scientists. 

In his study entitled "Nuclear Energy: Health 
Effects of Thorium-230," Cornell physicist Robert 
Pohl reports that "waste generated at the uranium 
mills has not been taken into account" by those, 
such as the Nuclear Regulatory Commission, who claim 
that nuclear energy is relatively safe. 

While the earth provides a "shielding effect," 
when radioactive elements are in solid ore form 
prior to mining, Pohl points out that once ores are 
removed from the ground, the radioactivity can escape 
far more readily. 

The most dangerous element in the piles of 
uranium waste, according to Pohl’s study, is thor- 
ium-230, which breaks down to radium-222, lead-214, 
polonium-214 and polonium-218. Thorium has a half- 
life of 80,000 years and continues to be dangerous 
for 800,000 years. The gas and its "daughter" pro- 
ducts emitted from the piles are the same ones re- 
sponsible for the deaths of many of the early uran- 
ium miners . 


in the Bulletin of Atomic Scientists, David Dinsmore 
Comey calculates the number of lung cancer deaths 
likely to occur over an extended period of time 
as a result of exposed uranium tailings. 

"If the number of U.S. nuclear power plants 
projected for the year 2000 by the former Atomic 
Energy Commission are actually built,” the article 
says, "the result will be at least 5,741,500 fu- 
ture deaths from lung cancer over the next 80,000 
years. ” 

"Any solution,” the article concludes, "is 
probably going to raise the price of uranium sub- ^ 
stantially, and may result in making nuclear fission 
plants so uneconomical in comparison with alterna- 
tive sources of electricity "that mo "further odon- 
struction of nuclear power plants will occur. 

"This eventuality, however, should not be 
allowed to result in the neglect of the more than one 
hundred million tons of uranium tailings already 
accumulated in the western United States.

^NATURAL RADIATION IN SEVERAL PARK CAVES 

EXCEEDS SAFE LEVELS FOR URANIUM MINERS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (PNS/LNS) --Radiation levels 
in the caves of several national parks have been 
found to equal and in some cases exceed minimal 
safety levels for uranium mine workers, according 
to the National Parks Service. The radiation em- 
anates from natural geologic formations in the 
caves, known as "daughters” of radioactive substances. 

The Parks Service claims that the radiation 
levels are not high enough to pose a threat to park 
visitors but may pose health problems for Park Sc--- 
Service employees, such as guides, who are inside 
the caves daily. 

Caves found to have radiation levels exceed- 
ing 0.3 working levels (WL) include Carlsbad Cav- 
erns in New Mexico, Lehman Caves in Nevada, Mammoth 
Cave in Kentucky, Oregon Caves and Round Spring 
Cave in Missouri. 

The Occupational Safety and Health Adminis- 
tration requires monitoring exposure levels on 
all uranium miners working in areas with more than 
0.3 WL. Buildings above the ground at Mammoth 
Cave — cooled by cave air — were found to have 0.6 
WL of radiation. 


Pohl explains that a 20-foot thick earth cover 
over tailings piles - would reduce radioactive gas 
escape by 90 per cent. Some states require uranium 
companies to cover the piles with a layer of earth. 

But in New Mexico, a major center of uranium mining, 
this is not required. On a windy day the air around 
uranium mills in Grants, New Mexico is full of the 
dust from mammoth piles which account for over half 
the exposed uranium tailings in the country. 

Pouring uranium wastes back into mine cavities 
has been one proposed solution to the problem of 
uranium tailings . But since the tailings are 

less densely packed than the ores prior to mining, 
and since much of the ore comes from open pit mines, 
abandoned uranium mines will not have enough capacity. 


The Park Service announced that it has begun 
monitoring exposure levels and health studies of 
all workers in the high concentration areas.

NEW YORK (United Rubber Worker/LNS) — Vinyl 
dhloride, a cancer-causing chemical, has been found 
in cigarette smoke, according to a study published 
in the American Chemical Society’s journal, "Analytic 
Chemistry.” While researchers say that cigarettes 
smoke contains only small amounts of vinyl chloride, 
they add that tobacco smoke contributes to public 
exposure to the chemical and could interact with 
other cancer-causing agents in the environment to 
increase cancer risk. - 30 -

RECENT TRIP INDICATES "STATE OF SIEGE" 

CONTINUES IN CHILE AND ARGENTINA 

What you have in Chile today is a permanent 
state of siege. . .The junta 9 s appointees are occu- 
pying all the key positions in the country: in 
the universities > the unions > the professional 
associations. 

For non- supporters of the junta > Chile is a 
country of drawn curtains and three a.m. visits 
by the DINA (secret police) > which seems well on 
its way to becoming one of the most efficient and 
ruthless police and intelligence organizations 
since the Gestapo. . . 99

on their return from a recent trip to Chile and 
Argentina. 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Hoping for continued economic 
aid from the United States, the Chilean junta 
has promised that human rights conditions in that 
country will be improved — but recent visits by 
American jurists indicate that widespread re- 
pression continues. 

' In a press conference held in New York on 
June 2, attorney Peter Weiss and Bronx Criminal 
Court Judge John Carro described the virtual state 
of siege in Chile: the opening of new torture and 
detention centers by the secret police, the fail- 
ure of the junta to bring formal charges against 
arrestees, the systematic arrest of Chilean law- 
yers working in behalf of the victims of repression, 
and a glaring absence of legal protection of all 
kinds . 

The two returned to New York on May 30 after 
spending six days in Chile investigating the 
status of human rights, and two days in Argentina, 
inquiring about Chilean refugees and others there. 


The DINA (secret police), estimated && have 20,000 
members, is becoming increasingly autonomous . It is 
no "longer required to report the names of new detention 
centers to Chilean officials. There is evidence that 
it is decentralizing the torture and detention cen- 
ters, opening up new ones away from Santiago «> 

One of these centers, for example, is Monte Mara- 
villa, where MIR (Movement of the Revolutionary Left) 
leader Edgardo Enriquez is reported to have been tor- 
tured to death after his secret extradition from Argen- 
tina . 

In response to its legal defense of victims of re- 
pression, the Santiago Catholic Diocese T s Vicariate 
of Solidarity is being systematically crippled by the 
junta, according to Carro and We^ss. 

Jose Zalaquett , the Director of ¥fte Vicaria's le- 
gal department, was expelled from Chile on April 12 
with no charges. Shortly afterwards, Vicaria lawyer 
Marcos de Foe left the country after being told his 
days were numbered, and on May 14, Hernan Montealegre, 
Zalaquett T s successor, was arrested. This well known 
Christian Democratic lawyer was held "incommunicado" 
until May 29, when he was transferred to Tres Alamos 
prison. 

Carro and Weiss report that freedom of the. press 
under the junta is non-existent; that unions are not 
operating as unions hnd;have no right to strike; that 
the rate of unemployment is "absolutely horrendous," 
and that those eligible for the minimal employment 
program are replacing skilled workers at a pay rate 
of only $20 a month (the price of a pair of shoes) . 

As for health conditions, malnutrition among chil- 
dren, for example, is phenomenal, and Weiss reported, 
"babies are not being released from hospitals until 
their parents pay the bill (in other words, some are 
not being released at all)." 


In both Chile and Argentina, Carro and Weiss 
met with high government officials, U.S. Embassy 
personnel, and friends, relatives and lawyers of 
people who are being detained or have disappeared. 

A variety of legal, religious and educational 
groups sponsored the trip, including the Center 
for Constitutional Rights, the Latin American 
Department of the National Council of Churches, 
and many others. 


Argentina - Repression Escalates 

The two jurists reported a virtual state of siege 
in Argentina as well, even more visible than that in 
Chile. "People are not being arrested for any overt 
act," Carro said, "but for whatever belief they have." 
And legal workers are fearful to practice: there are 
no more than four of five lawyers representing polit- 
ical people because so many attorneys have been killed 
or abducted. 


The investigative trip comes in the wake of 
claims by Treasury Secretary William Simon that 
his May 7 visit concerning economic aid to Chile 
resulted in a commitment by the junta to release 
49 political prisoners. Many critics say, how- 
ever, that a number of these prisoners were already 
released or scheduled for release prior to Simon 1 s 
agreement with the junta; and that their places 
in torture and detention centers have simply been 
filled by others. Since the visit, Simon has 
asked Congress to make no cuts in Sid to Chile. 

Carro and Weiss note that "the rate of arrests 
subsequent to (Simon's) visit has increased by 
comparison to previous months. Figures of arrest- 
ees from unofficial sources for this period range 
from 50 to several hundred." 


"The political exile community in Argentina is 
living in an acute state of fear and apprehension," 
Carro and WSiss reported. Although the government 
claims those seeking asylum in Argentina are not being 
forced to return to their home country against their 
will, there are consistent rumors indicating such 
forced repatriations. 


Of about 500,000 people in Argentina who have come 
from surrounding countries, 100,000 to 200,000 are 
political refugees. Many are not registered with the gov- 
ernment, which Peter Weiss has termed "one of the most 
repressive regimes in the world tdday." 


And Carro explained that those imprisoned 


can't be released because increasingly, no formal 
charges are being brought against them. 


"The current situation of political refugees in 
Argentina," the two jurists reported, "is dominated by 
the recent brutal murders of Hector Gutierrez and Zel- 
mar Michelini, two leading Uruguayan moderate opposi- 
leaders who were kidnapped from their homes on May 19. 

(Their) bodies were found in the trunk of a car 
in downtown Buenos Aires two days later, together with 
the bodies of an alleged Tupamaro leader and hjs wi|e." 
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The government claims that the Uruguayans were 

victims of ’terrorists,’ but critics suspect offi- 
cial complicity. 

As for Argentine citizens, the two jurists 
were told there were currently 4,000 being held 
without charges because of their political and trade 
union activities. The two visitors were given a 
detailed list of many of these prisoners as well as 
details of cases of arrests and torture occurring nine.'* 
since the right-wing Videla government’s seizure of 
power last March. ^

GOV’T HARASSMENT INCREASES AS JULY 4TH COALITION 
CONTINUES TO ORGANIZE MASS DEMONSTRATION 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Local and federal government 
agencies have stepped up harassment against the 
July 4th Coalition which is organizing a mass protest 
demonstration in Philadelphia on July 4. 

Mayor Frank Rizzo of Philadelphia announced 
May 29 that he will request 15,000 federal troops 
for the demonstration; a spokesman for the Justice 
Department confirmed in late May that the FBI has 
begun an investigation of the July 4th Coalition; 
a coalition activist was called to appear before a 
grand jury in New York May 28; a member of the Puerto 
Rican Socialist Party, a leading organization in 
the coalition, was found in contempt May 13 and may 
be jailed for refusing to talk to the same grand 
jury; and scores of July 4th organizers, particularly 
in Philadelphia and New York City, have been visited 
and harassed by the FBI. 

Mayor Rizzo has yet to make a formal request 
to the governor for federal troops, but his widely 
publicized announcement is seen by the organizers 
as an attempt to intimidate participants. 

Meanwhile the government harassment has been 
aided by a flurry of scare stories in the press. 
Columnist Jack Anderson spread this theme nationwide 
in a Sunday May 16 syndicated article entitled 
"Terrorist Fish in a Sea of Tourists." He quoted 
"confidential law enforcement reports" as showing 
that "many terrorists" are focusing on "America’s 
bicentennial celebration and Candda’s Olympic games 
c ..as their next battleground." 

Anderson noted that "Both the FBI and the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police are redoubling their efforts 
to stop the terrorists before they strike." "The 
State Department has appointed a ’coordinator for 
combatting terrorism,’" he added, and "an informal 
White House Task Force is also working on the 
counter-terrorist campaign." 

July 4th Demands 

The July 4th Coalition, composed of over 150 
organizations, is planning the Philadelphia demon- 
stration and another in Los Angeles to call for 
"jobs and a decent standard of living, full democracy 
and equality, and a bicentennial without colonies — 
freedom for all oppressed nations." 

Specific issues which the demonstration will 
address include working peoples’ right to organize 
and strike, economic security for senior citizens, 
occupational health and safety, self-determination 
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for black, poor and oppressed people, an end to 
the oppression of women, an end to police brutality, 
defeat of S-l, independence for Puerto Rico, sov- 
ereignty for American Indian nations , and an end 
to U.S. government support of repressive regimes 

July 4th national coordinator Alfredo Lopez 
noted at a recent New York press conference that 
this program addresses "the day to day concerns of 
people.... It speaks not only to supporting other 
people’s struggles, but speaks to your issues and 
unifies them." 

When asked what the demonstration will convey 
to non-leftists around the country, including those 
that attend the official bicentennial celebration 
at Independence Hall, four miles from the demon- 
stration site, Lopez responded, "I can say it in 
one word — ’listen.’ We can only state where we 
stand and where Ford stands and people should lis- 
ten and make a decision based on that." 

When Ford addresses the official celebration 
in Philadelphia, said Lopez, he will "talk to people 
hit by unemployment, deep in an economic crisis, 
people who have been lied to about foreign policy 
and had their government participate in activities 
without their knowledge. They can just listen to 
Ford and to us." 

Among the 150 sponsoring organizations in the 
July 4th Coalition are: the Puerto Rican Socialist 
Party, Southern Christian Leadership Conference, 

Third World Women’s Alliance, the National Lawyers 
Guild, San Francisco Committee to Stop S-l, the 
Center for Autonomous Social Action (CASA) , Chicago 
Women’s Liberation Union, United Black Workers, 
the American Indian Movement, the Black Panther 
Party, a working committee of the National Council 
of Churches, Local 1695 of the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal Employees, and 
Palestine, Chile, Namibia, Angola and Indochina 
Solidarity Committees. 

The Coalition is organizing local demonstrations 
in over 20 cities during June to help build for the 
July 4th demonstration. These actions will focus 
on four major demands set up by the national board: 
"Stop the racist attacks in Boston," "Free the Oglala 
Prisoners" (Indian activists charged with murdering 
two FBI agents last year), "Stop the ’Compact of 
Permanent Union’ between Puerto Rico and the U.S. ," 
and "Jobs, not guns." 

The June demonstrations will also call for an 
end to government investigations of the Coalition, 
and demand that no federal troops be called to 
Philadelphia.

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PHILADELPHIA LESBIAN GROUP DEMONSTRATES IN SUPPORT OF 
GAY STUDENTS AND ALUMNI AT WOMEN’S HIGH SCHOOL 

NEW YORK (LNS)--A Philadelphia lesbian group held 
an all day demonstration on May 24 outside a city 
high school where students and alumni have suffered 
harrassment and discrimination. 

The action, aimed at educating the student body 
and demystifying lesbianism and homosexuality, was 
staged by Dyketactic^]ofhS' r grOup':that initiated 
public actions against the anti-woman movie "Snuff.” 
About 20 Dyketactics members, in shifts of five to 
ten at a time, stood outside Girls High School from 
8:30 a.m. to 3p.m.. They talked with students 
during breaks, lunch and after school. They passed 
out flyers, and raised issues that they felt con- 
cerned all students- -determination of one’s own 
sexuality and the right to control one’s own body. 

Two events sparked the action, according to 
Philadelphia’s Wefekly Gazette. One involved 
Katherine Day, a lesbian student at the academically 
selective high school of 1700 students. Day was 
picked up by her female ilover each afternoon after 
school. Administration members called her into 
the office and told her that further display of her 
lesbianism was forbidden, and that her lover would 
be arrested for trespassing if she came again. No 
such threat was ever made to heterosexual students. 

The second incident involved Katherine Day and 
Judy Belton, another open lesbian at Girls High. 

Both wanted to attend the senior prom with female 
partners. Since Girls High activities are normally 
open to all graduates, they invited several lesbian 
alumni to join them at the prom as support. School 
administrators promptly closed the prom to graduates 
when they heard of the plans. 

Students were not allowed to step off campus 
grounds during the demonstration and Dyketactics 
members were not permitted on the grounds. One student 
joined the demonstrators outside all day, and about 
25 other students /..lesbians and heterosexuals, wore 
lavender arm bands inside the school in solidarity. 
Between 50 and 75 students lined the walls outside 
the school during lunch to talk with the demonstra- 
tors , 

Dyketactics demanded lesbian reading material 
in the library, discussion of homosexuality as a 
viable form of sexuality in health classes, and 
respect for lesbianism and homosexuality in the c 
classrooms. Their flyers also included a lesbian 
and gay bibliography in history, health and 
literature, and listed gay bookstores, organizations 
and media resources. 

’’The finale to the demonstration was incredible,” 
reported Sheri Cohen, a Dyketactics demonstrator 
and graduate of the school. After school, 75 to 100 
students approached the demonstrators, many with 
their boyfriends from nearby Central High. 

The demonstration ended, according to Cohen, 
with women students proposing action in support 
of lesbian students. The action proved tol be a 
’’big step,” she said, for building an understanding 
of lesbianism and homosexuility .

ANTI-BUSING VIOLENCE MEETS ATTORNEY GENERAL’S 
DECISION ON BOSTON BUSING CASE 

NEW YORK CLNS)— Anti-busing leaders in Boston 
have threatened ”a long hot summer of violence’ 
in the wake of Attorney General Edward Luvi’s de- 
cision May 29 not to seek a Supreme Cour j review of 
busing in Boston. 

Just hours after Levi's announcement, an un- 
identified 4 ' anti-busing: group claimed credit for a 
$50,000 fire at the Boston Tea Party Museum, and 
the unsuccessful attempted arson of several down- 
town department stores. 

Louise Day Hicks, national president of the 
segregationist Restore Our Alienated Rights (ROAR) 
and president of the Boston City Council , denounced 
Levi’s decision as ’’anti-white” and warned that 
people in Boston may ’’lose their heads.” 

Levi declined to give specific reasons for 
his decision, but was under heavy pressure from 
both sides of the busing issue. Hicks, Kelly, and 
other ROAR leaders visited Levi in Washington short- 
ly before his decision and returned very optimistic 
that he would enter the case. A number of Black 
politicians and civil rights leaders had also met 
with the attorney general to argue against this 
intervention, pointing out the encouragement such 
an action would provide the segregationist forces. 

President Ford said he agreed with Levi's de- 
cision not to join the Boston anti-busing forces 
at this time, but promised that the Justice Depart- 
ment would definitely enter the case if the Supreme 
Court agrees to review it. The court is expected 
to make its decision in mid-June. 

Meanwhile Ford has directed the attorney gen- 
eral "to continue an active search for a busing 
case which will be suitable for judicial review." 
Ford also stated his "intention to send a message 
to Congress recommending such legislation at the 
earliest possible time (to minimize court-ordered 
school busing).”

PERMISSIVE PARENTS TO BLAME FOR WORKERS’ GRIEVANCES 

NEW* YORK CLNSI^tA Colorado University professor 
thinks he has discovered the real reason millions of 
Americans hate their boss and their job. 

Professor Eugene Koprowski, who is also an in- 
dustrial consultant on employee relations, said 
these attitudes are the result of permissive parents 
and television. Both lead children to expect "im- 
mediate gratification” he said, and when they don’t 
get it on the job as adults, they become dissatis- 
fied. The result is that many workers do as little 
as possible while at work. 

"These people feel absolutely no guilt about 
not earning their wages honestly,” says Koprowski. 
"They feel that they’re in fact the ones being 
cheated.” 
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
